An apathetic 
electorate will journey to the polls to­ 
morrow In Ohio's primary election to 
pick 16 nominees for the eight prin­ 
cipal state offices from a field of 77 
candidates. 
Fifty-one Republican as­ 
pirants and 26 Democrats worn today 
winding up their campaigns with pre­ 
dictions of victory. 
With no outstanding issues 
at 
stake, chief interest in tomorrow’s 
election will center on the Republican 
gubernatorial race in which there are 
12 candidates; the contest between 
Judge Florence Allen of the state su­ 
preme court 
and 
ex-Senator Atlee 
Pomerene for the Democratic sena­ 
torial nomination and the proposed 
city planning amendment. 
The weatherman today 
promised 
fair skies and a warm sun for tomor­ 
row's election but despite this polit! 
cal experts looked for a smaller turn­ 
out of voters than in 1924 when 560,- 
670 Republicans and 225,230 Demo­ 
crats cast their 
ballots. 
Approxi­ 
mately 3,414,000 Ohioans are entitled 
to vote. 
Gubernatorial Battle. 
Of the ll men and one woman who 
seek to head the Republican ticket at 
the November election against Gov­ 
ernor Vie Donahey who is generally 
conceded renomination by the Demo­ 
crats, four have strong followings. 
They are Meyers Y. Cooper, Cincin­ 
nati, president of the Ohio Council of 
Churches; Joseph Sieber, Akron at­ 
torney; Harry S. Day, of Fremont, 
state treasurer, and Thad H. Brown, 
of Columbus, secretary of state. 
Cooper, an out and out “dry,” has 
the backing of the Ohio Anti saloon 
league, and strange to say, the tacit 
support of Maurice Maschke, Republi­ 
can national committeeman and his 
Cleveland organization, which as a 
rule bas endorsed “modification” can­ 
didates.

"New Indian Data. 
W ASHINGTON, D. C., August 9 — 
A few broken pieces of stam ped pot­ 
tery from the early Indian mounds of 
southern Louisiana 
were 
the 
clue 
which latA spring sent Henry B. Col­ 
lins, Jr., assistan t curator of the Di­ 
vision of Ethnology of the Sm ithsonian 
institution on a three m onths digging 
tour from New O rleans to the Texas 
border along the Gulf of Mexico. The 
result, revealed upon his return with 
boxes of pre historic m aterials, has 
Justified the pursuit which the little 
pieces of broken clay inspired. 
An 
other chapter In the very early period 
of life on this continet has been re­ 
vealed, and science is one step ad­ 
vanced in its search of the records of 
the era before the white man came. 
The clue of the pottery fragm ents 
lay iii the fact th at they bore a stam p­ 
ed design sim ilar to pottery found 
along the Gulf Coast from Florida to 
M ississippi and wholly deferent from 


pottery from other mound areas. 
The 
region of the Louisiana mounds re­ 
cently discovered was inhabited, in 
earliest historic tim es, by cannabalis- 
tic Indians of very low culture, who 
built no m ounds, had no perm anent 
villages, made no pottery. 
The bits of 
clay indicated that perhaps an earlier 
civilization 
existed along the Gulf. 
Mr. Collins, after 
a 
research 
trip 
which located folly IOO mounds in a 
region south and w est of any previ­ 
ous discoveries, found relics which 
clearly portray this earlier race as 
a cultured people far advanced over 
the later population. 
Q uite likely 
they w ere racially akin to the fore­ 
fathers of the C hitam acha and Choc­ 
taw s of historic and m odern days and 
to other tribes living to the eastw ard, 
rath er than to th e less developed races 
of the regions im m ediately w estw ard. 
lf they have any direct living de­ 
scendants they are probably the few 
rem aining 
C hitam acha 
Indians 
of 
Louisiana. 
In a land which the earliest w hite 
m en’s records show was inhabited by 
the cannibal tribe of A ttacapas, these 
earlier mound builders throve a t a 
period which ranged from 50b to 2000 


years ago. 
Borne distinguished facts 
about them are th at they were m akers 
of very good pottery, some of It high- 
t ly polished end colored but more often 
; decorated with conventional stamped 
j and Incised patterns. They were skill­ 
ed w orkers in bone and shells, and ; 
they w ere users of store implements 
and weapons to sonio extent, although 
of 
their 
habitations. 
Presumably ■ 
no etone existed within scores of miles 
therefore they were traders, and their 
relics include stone materials plainly 
traceable to M issouri aud other north­ 
ern sources, while their ornaments in­ 
clude native copper which came orig 
inally from the Lake Superior region. 
There are also evidences th at they 
traded to the eastw ard. 
They had j 
perm anent villages and a well organ- I 
teed society. 
The mounds built by these people, j 
m ostly of earth aud som etim es of j 
earth and shells, w ere probably the 
foundations for homes, 
the 
larg< r ( 
ones for chieftains or for council halls j 
or places of m eeting or worship. 
Most . 
of the surrounding areas, in the south- ; 
©rn Louisiana mound country, w as 
m arshy. 
The highest m ound located 
by Mr. Collins was about 
40 
miles 
south of New O rleans, and rose to a 
height of 45 feet. 
The mound building Indians of this I 
region w ere probably grow ers of corn, 
and other food plants, and were skill 
cd fisherm en and hunters. 
Much of 
their lands is under cultivation today. 
Not many of their relics exist intact, 
and those discovered were largely in 
graves. 
U nfortunately they did not 
have the habit of placing pottery In 
their tom bs, and the pottery found 
was usually n ear the surface of the 
land, and in broken condition. 
The 
fragm ents while possessing little ex­ 
hibition value are very 
useful 
for 
scientific 6tudy. 
The funeral custom s of this pre his­ 
toric race w ere probably sim ilar to 
those of better known tribes, which 
preserved only the skeletons of th eir 
dead, and occasionally 
colored 
the 
bones before burial. 
Bones colored 
w ith a red pigm ent were num erous 
am ong the relics discovered. 
Some 
of the skulls were artificially flatten ­ 
ed, a custom which was widespread 
among the Indians 
of the 
southern 
states. 
This flattening was produced 
by binding a board or bag of sand 
to the infant's head. 
The custom was 
not universal, however, as num erous 
uniform skulls 
were 
found. 
These 
are especially useful to the anthropol 
ogisfs, who by m easurem ents 
can 
learn much of the racial connections of 
these early people. 
On his way back 
from the Louisiana investigations Mr 
Collins made m easurem ents on the 
living Coctow Indians in M ississippi 
where about a thousand Individuals of 
this once m ighty tribe still dwell. 
The early inhabitants of th e Gulf 
Coast had perhaps the m ost advanced 
culture of any people north of Mex­ 
ico. 
Their houses are all gone, hut

ed in an attempt to extinguish it. Es­ 
timates of the tonnage consumed dur­ 
ing the entire period of the fire are 
placed by engineers as high as 14,OOO, 


OOO. 
The area in which the fire has been 
raging is owned by the Lehigh Coal 
und N a v ig a tio n company., founded in 
1890 
It is in what is known cs the 
lower coal field of the anthracite re­ 
gion. 
Various stories are told concerning 
tho origin of the great underground 
conflagration, but the following is re­ 
garded as ’he most authentic, accord­ 
ing to officials of the company. 
How Fire Started. 
In the days before the Civil war. ii 
was common to have large stoves at 
the bottom of the slopes for the com 
fort of the men. Daniel Boyle was the 
bottom man at the Summit Hill work­ 
ing where Hie fire originated. 
Coming to work one morning a lit 
tie later than usual, Boyle is said to 
have hastily shaken the grate of the 
stove and several burning coals fell 
to the bottom 
with the ashes. 
An 
empty mine ear of the all-wood van 
cty. which was standing nearby, was 
used bv Boyle to dump the hot coal 
« 


5tr,d ashes into. 
During Boyle’s temporary absence. 
a driver hauled the car with the hot 
coals into an abandoned section 
of 
the mine as he had been ordered to 
do by his foreman 
on 
the previous 
day. 
It was not until sometime later 
that the fire was discovered In that 
section of the pit. 
The hot coals had 
started a fire In the bottom of 
the 
mice car and it communicated with 
the fifty vein anthracite. 
The First Attempt. 
Because many of the workings in 
that section were undeveloped at the 
time, of fit ials closed the burning are? 
to w ork, believing that it would burn 
itself out. 
In the early eh hties the first 
at­ 
tempt was made to extinquish 
the 
burning mass when a large cut was 
made 
from one hillside to another. 
Eventually, however, the fire ate past 
the breach. 
The next attempt was to place dy­ 
namite holes across the burning base 
for a distance of 250 feet and then 
fill it with a fine silt of water and 
coal dirt.

world, according to mining engineers,

Twenty Years More. 
The fire traveled 
po 
rapidly that 
to this was finished only under the nicst 
g tr y m e hardships. 
Before the barrier 
V v a s ftr.ady closed, it 
was possible 


only for the large force of men 
to 
work in 20-minute shifts. 
M illie the spread of the fire 
has 
been checked, it is still raging In the 
original area; evidence of this being 
revealed by the smoke arising from 
the surface on rainy days and the ab­ 
sence of snow from that section dur­ 
ing the winter. 
Despite tho fact that a process of 
flushing the workings with water will 
be continued until 
the fire is extin­ 
guished, it is believed that It will burn 
for the next 20 years at least.
